Owing to rarious cauica, 
but particularly to the great influx of fo- 
reigners, *nd the opening of new lines of 
intercommunication, it Ihtncc-forward in- 
creased still more rapidly, until in 1851, it 
amounted to more. than $300,000,000. — 
From I85J to 1853 inclusire, the develop- 
ment of the commerce of the lakes lias been 
io extraordinary as to excite the wonder of 
the world . As shown by the report of the 
House Commillec on Commerce, it baa 
doubled io the brief period of four years, 
preseating the grand aggregate at the dose 
of 1855 of ,$(T0S,31O,rp20, not including 
the Trade of Mackinaw and Presquc Isle, 
nor the freight and passenger trade. It is 
proper to remark here that ihfc four years 
during which tie lake commerce doubled in 
nraonnt, was just the period when the rail- 
roads of our State came into full operation, 
and wc do not need to inform our readers 
that they contributed very largely lo tha 
magnificent result. 

Having proceeded thus far, there can be 
no question that the commerce of lhc lakes 
has grown to such a magnitude as to entitle 
it to be considered of national importance. 
Our foreign commerce has always been con- 
sidered of sufficient importance to warrant 
the keeping up of a fleet for its protection, 
constant negotiations for its benefit by our 
ministers in "foreign countries, the mainte- 
nance of commercial agents in all the prin- 
cipal foreign ports of the world, and tbe 
constant supervision of Congress j yet the 
total foreign exports of the country 3855 in 
(the exports being the measure of value of 
the lake commerce for the year) ivai only 
■$m,811,7G3, and the total of exports 
and imports was but £*275,15G,S!G. Let 
us summarize the account between the 
lakes and the ocean for 1855:

No lon- 
ger ago than twenty years this commerce 
was so insignificant as hardls to form an 
ttei i in the grand annual aggregate of the 
Luinoss of tho country. A considerable 
population existed at that lime west of the 
lak'ts, but they produced little beyond what 
was needed for their own consumption, 
and from the absence of railroads the cost 
of taking the surplus to market was often 
greater than tbe value of the articles to be 
marketed. The great North-west, which 
now contributes so largely to the Commerce 
of t*ic Lakes, then had but an embryo exis- 
tence. Illinois had a million less popula- 
tion than she lias now ; Indiana seven or 
fight hundred thousand loss ;. Michigan was 
nothing to what she is now; Iowa and 
.Wisconsin do not date back much beyond 
the period specified, and, Minnesota, where 
there ore now 120,000 people, was; a: com- 
plete wilderness ten years ago. 

The Commerce of tbe Lakes has of 
course kept pace with the progress of popu- 
lation around them, and the .wonderful im- 
provements which their necessities hare led 
the people to create. In 1SH the gross 
amount of the Lake trade was $05,000,000. 
In 1SIG it had increased to $153,000,000.

Miscellaneous Scraps 

To clarify lard oil for the hair, to every 
twenty pints of lard oil add one of alcohol; 
place them in a glass vessel, nnd shake them 
frequently for about, two days, after which 
allow them to stand until they have become 
quite clear, and a sediment has fallen to the 
bottom. Pour off the clear and use it for 
hair oil. It may be colored a light purple 
tiith alkanet root, and also scented with the 
oil of lavender, rosemary, bergamot, &c. 
Maintaining the same proportion of parts 
by measure — 1 of alcohol to 20 of lard-— a 
pinl of the latter may thus be clarified as 
well as twenly.
